Twenty New Members 
Initiated at Annual Meeting 


HE annual session of Aleppo Tem- 

ple, A. A. O. N. M. S., was opened in 
Talbot Hall, Mechanics Building, Bos- 
ton, Saturday, January 25, 1941 at 4:00 
o'clock P. M. A short meeting was held 
for business and for the purpose of 
balloting on candidates for initiation. 
As a result of the balloting, twenty new 
members were elected, eleven reinstated 
and four affiliated to membership. 


Upon motion duly seconded, the an- 
nual reports of the Treasurer, Recorder, 
Trustees of the Permanent Fund and 
Auditing Committee were unanimously 
approved to be spread upon the records 
of the Temple. Printed copies of these 
reports were distributed at this meet- 
ing. 


Upon motion duly seconded, Illus- 
trious Potentate Claude F. Clement of 
Anah Temple, Illustrious Noble Albert 
J. Bird, Past Potentate of Melha Tem- 
ple, and Illustrious Noble John Webster, 
Past Potentate of Melha Temple were 
elected to Honorary membership in 
Aleppo Temple. 


Illustrious Potentate Robert Gar- 
diner Wilson, Jr., read the following 
proposed amendment of the by-laws, to 
be printed in the next meeting notice 
and voted upon at that meeting, accord- 
ing to law: 


“In accordance with Article VIT, 
Section 9 of the by-laws of Aleppo 
Temple, I offer the following proposed 
amendment: ‘Amend Article TV, Sec- 
tion 5 by adding at the end of said 
Section the following: The signature 
of at least three members of the 
Board of Trustees shall be necessary 
for the withdrawal or transfer of any 
funds in or from any bank or banks: 
and any investment or change in the 
investment of any part or parts of 
the Permanent Fund shall require 
the approval of at least four members 
of the Board of Trustees.’ ”

Following the business meeting the 
candidates elected were escorted into 
the Temple where they witnessed the 
ritualistic work of the Mystic Shrine 
as portrayed by the Ritualistic Degree 
Team. 


Following the ritual work the meet- 
ing was closed, to be opened again in 
Grand Hall at 6:45 o’clock P. M. 


A buffet dinner was served to the 
Nobles present, from 5 to 7 P. M. 


The Aleppo Temple Band under the 
direction of its leader, Walter M. 
Smith, gave a band concert from 6:15 
to 6:45 P. M. 


At 6:45 P. M. the Temple was again 
called to order in Grand Hall by Illus- 
trious Potentate Wilson, for business 
and the annual election of officers. 


The election resulted in the entire 
divan of officers being re-elected as fol- 
lows:

Following the election of officers, 
Recorder Walter W. Morrison presented 
Illustrious Potentate Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr., with a Past Potentate’s 
jewel, he having served the Temple for 
one year. 


The following Resolution was offered 
by Illustrious Potentate Wilson and 
was unanimously endorsed by the 
Temple: 


Whereas Aleppo Temple of Boston, 
chartered on June 6, 1883, is now 
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fourth largest among the 159 Shrine 
Temples in North America, and 


Whereas Aleppo Temple, in all the 
59 years of its history (except in the 
case of Noble Frank Locke, elected 
Imperial Chief Rabban in 1892), has 
never had a line representative from 
its membership elected to the Impe- 
rial Council, and 


Whereas Illustrious James J. Cur- 
ry, during his year as Potentate of 
Aleppo Temple exhibited splendid and 
unquestioned qualities of leadership 
—resulting in the lowest net loss in 
membership in ten years, and 


Whereas Illustrious Noble James J. 
Curry is a Knight Templar, a 32° 
Mason, a Past Commander of the 
famous Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Boston, a former 
President of the Northeastern Shrine 
Council, and in his gradual promo- 
tion to his present responsible posi- 
tion as President of the Waldorf 
Company, has displayed rare quali- 
ties of business management, and ex- 
ecutive ability, 


Now Therefore, Be It Resolved that 
the officers and members of Aleppo 
Temple at Annual Meeting held in 
Boston, Saturday evening, January 
25, 1941, proudly endorse Illustrious 
James J. Curry for election to the 
office of Imperial Outer Guard at the 
Imperial Session to be held at Indian- 
apolis in June, 1941. 


There being no further business the 
meeting was adjourned, following 
which the 2,500 Nobles present were 
treated to a two hour high class vaude- 
ville show, under the direction of that 
master showman, Noble Charles W. 
Pike. 


There were approximately 2,500 
Nobles and visitors present at this 
meeting, which was the first Saturday 
evening meeting held since 1927. Due 
to the heavy snow storm of Friday, 
which tied up most means of transpor- 
tation, it was felt by the officers that 
the number present had been reduced to 
one half

NE of Aleppo’s best known Nobles, 
Thomas H. Bond, who has served 
as an officer for Aleppo for the past 
thirty years, passed away at his home 
in Allston, Friday, January 24, 1941. 
Noble “Tommy,” who was 84 years 
old, was known as the iron man pitcher 
of baseball, having led the old Boston 
National League team to two pennants 
in 1877-78. Records show that he

pitched as many as 100 games in one 
season and as one of the first exponents 
of the curve ball he shone during the 
period when most teams had only one 
pitcher. He broke into the National 
League with Hartford, in 1876, and won 
fame with a “cannon-ball” delivery. He 
joined the Boston team in 1877 and won 
the first pennant for them that year. 


After leaving the National League he 
entered the leather business and later 
served as baseball coach at Harvard 
College. He entered the assessors’ office 
of the city of Boston in 1891 and retired 
after 35 years service to the city. 

Noble Bond joined Aleppo Temple 
December 4, 1902 and up to the time 
of his death had served as Captain of 
the Guard of Aleppo, since 1911. He 
joined the Scottish Rite Bodies in Bos- 
ton in April, 1898, and served as As- 
sistant Sentinel from 1907 to 1913 at 
which time he was appointed Sentinel, 
a position he held until his death. 

Noble Bond leaves his daughter, Mrs. 
John J. McHugh, and two sons, Fred 
J. and Noble Edward H. Bond.
